CHRONOLOGY  OF  EVENTS 


This  hearing  comes  before  the  Board  of  Inquiry  (the  "Board"),  as  a  result  of  a  complaint  filed 
by  Trina  Lewis  with  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  (the  Commission).  The  Complainant 
alleges  discrimination  in  accommodation  because  of  age  contrary  to  sections  2(1),  3(a),  and  8  of  the 
Ontario  Human  Rights  Code  (the  Code). 

The  hearing  commenced  by  way  of  conference  call  on  August  1,  1995,  at  which  time  Counsel 
for  the  Complainant  and  the  Respondent  stated  that  the  Complainant  and  Respondent  had  arrived  at 
a  settlement  to  the  complaint.  Commission  counsel  indicated  that  she  was  not  aware  of  the  settlement 
and  asked  for  some  time  to  consider  these  developments  and  seek  further  instructions.  A  mediation 
and  pre-hearing  date  was  set  for  September  20,  1995. 

Prior  to  the  date  set  for  mediation,  all  parties  requested  that  instead  of  proceeding  with  the 
mediation  and  pre-hearing,  the  hearing  reconvene  on  September  20,  1995. 

The  hearing  was  reconvened  on  September  20,  1995.  Commission  Counsel  advised  the  Board 
a  settlement  had  been  reached  by  the  Complainant  and  Respondent.  Further,  the  Complainant  had 
written  the  Commission  requesting  that  her  complaint  be  withdrawn.  In  light  of  these  events,  the 
Commission  would  not  be  calling  any  evidence  before  the  Board  concerning  the  complaint. 

Counsel  for  the  Complainant  advised  that  his  client  and  the  Respondent  had  reached  a 
satisfactory  resolution  of  the  complaint  and  would  not  be  calling  any  evidence. 

MOTION  TO  DISMISS 

Counsel  for  the  Respondent  made  the  motion  that  the  Board  dismiss  the  complaint.  This 
motion  was  not  opposed  by  the  other  parties. 

Commission  Counsel  referred  the  Board  to  section  4. 1  of  the  Statutory  Powers  Procedure  Act 
(R.S.O.  1990,  c.S.22,  as  amended)  (the  SPPA)  wherein  it  states: 

If  the  parties  consent,  the  proceeding  may  be  disposed  of  by  a  decision  of  the 
tribunal  given  without  a  hearing,  unless  the  Act  under  which  the  proceeding 
arises  provides  otherwise. 

DECISION 

I  do  not  believe  that  I  need  to  consider  whether  or  not  section  4. 1  of  the  SPPA  could  be 
applied  to  dispose  of  this  case  in  these  circumstances.  Neither  the  Commssion  nor  the  Complainant 
intends  to  call  evidence  with  respect  to  the  complaint.  The  Respondent's  motion  to  dismiss  the 
complaint  is  not  opposed. 


Section  39  of  the  Code  sets  out  the  powers  of  the  Board  with  respect  to  matters  before  it. 
In  brief,  the  Board  will  determine  whether  a  right  of  the  Complainant  under  the  Code  has  been 
infringed,  who  infringed  the  right  and  to  determine  an  appropriate  order. 

As  a  result  of  the  circumstances  before  me,  the  complaint  of  Trina  Lewis  against  Far 
Investments  is  hereby  dismissed.
